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The 1958 football team compiled a good 
record. Taunton scored 167 points and gave 
away 112. At the end of the year the record 
was four wins, three losses, and one tie. 
Two of the three losses were by two points. 
Only twelve points kept the team from 
having an undefeated season, 

In the first game against New Bedford 
Voke the whole team played exceptionally 
well, with Bill Gimpel starring on defense 
and Paul Levesque on offense. Taunton 
won 37-12. 

In the next game Taunton defeated 
Attleboro 12-6. However, this victory was 
overshadowed by the loss of Bill Gimpel, 
who suffered a head injury which kept him 
out for the rest of the season. 

Although both Brockton and Boston 
papers favored Canton by two touchdowns, 
at the end of the first half the score was 
Taunton 32, Canton 6. Taunton finished its 
strongest offensive game of the year, out- 
scoring Canton 46-20. Jack Cullen piloted

In the fourth game with North Attleboro, 
Taunton continued its performance of the 
previous week and came out on top 22-14.

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The poor record of Taunton High's bas- 
ketball team is not indicative of the brand 
of basketball that the team played. No 
team in tbe league regarded Taunton 
lightly. According to Coach Ham Lane, this 
year's team worked better as a team than 
any other he has coached. However, the 
boys were not able to come up with the 
big play when they needed it. Furthermore, 
in nine games key men were missing 
because of illness or injury. 

Taunton's record for the season was six 
wins and thirteen losses. Most of the defeats 
that Taunton High suffered were not de- 
cided until the fourth quarter, and a few 
of them were decided only during the last 
few minutes of the game. 

Some of Taunton's outstanding perform- 
ances were against Attleboro and Coyle, 
two of the strongest teams in Bristol County.
